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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on 06/24/09 and 
08/18/09 were filed afi;er the mailing date of the final rejection on 01 / 16/09. 
The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. 
Accordingly, the information disclosure statements have been considered by 
the examiner. Initialed copies of the information disclosure statements 
submitted on 06/24/09 and 08/18/09 are attached to this office action. 

Response to the Appeal Brief 
Claims 7- 10, 12 and 21- 23 are cancelled. 

In view of the appeal brief filed on 07/21/2009, applicant's arguments 
and remarks have been fully considered and are persuasive; thus, the following 
rejections are withdrawn from the previous office action. 

■ Rejection of claims 1- 6, 11, and 13- 18 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Barnes et al. (US 2004/0214412) in view 
of Mayer et al. 

■ Rejection of claims 19- 20 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over combined teachings of Barnes et al. (US '412) in 
view of Mayer et al and further in view of Hooper et al. (US 
2002/0117103) 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-6, 11, and 13- 20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts of record fail to teach or suggest a method of growing a 
P-type nitride semiconductor material by molecular beam epitaxy in which the 
method comprises supplying bis(cyclopentadienyl)magnesium ( CP^Mg ) during 
the growth process and carrying out the growth process at a temperature from 
920° C to 960° C so that carbon contamination caused by CP^Mg is reduced in 
the semiconductor material, as claimed in claim 1 . 

The closest prior arts of record, Barnes et al. (US '412), Mayer et al, 
and Hooper et al. (US '103) fail to teach the carbon contamination caused by 
CP^Mg is reduced in the semiconductor material when the growth process is 
carrying out at a temperature from 920° C to 960° C. Thus, the claims are 
allowed.
